In 1902 the area returned under grass was 10,635,424 acres; 
in 1903 the amount returned is 10,599,231 acres, being a decrease 
of 36,193 acres; the area returned as fallow in 1902 was 
9 544" acres, and in 1903, 9,736 acres; the area under woods 
and plantations was 303,023 acres in 1902, and 305,590 acres in 
1903 • and the area returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.” was 4,807,567 acres in 1902, and 4,801,457 
acres in 1903, being a decrease of 6,110 acres ; of the area 
thus returned in 1903, 1,203,561 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf hog, 412,163 acres as marsh, and 2,144,745 
acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Area under Crops. 

Cereal Crops,— Compared with 1902 there appearsa decrease 
of 6,590 acres in the area under wheat ; an increase of 15,368 
acres under oats ; a decrease of 9,100 acres under barley ; a 
decrease of 9 acres under here ; an increase of 400 acres 
under rye ; a decrease of 243 acres under beans ; and a decrease 
of 58 acres under pease ; showing a net decrease of 232 acres 
in the area under cereal crops. 

Green Crops. — The area under potatoes has decreased by 
8,914 acres; that under turnips by 950 acres; mangel wurzel 
by 1046 acres; beetroot by 17 acres; carrots by 331 acres; 
vetches by 398 acres; rape by 23 acres, and “other green 
crops’’ by 1,148 acres; parsnips increased by 6 acres; and 
cabbage by 2,206 acres, leaving a net decrease of 10,615 acres 
in the area under green crops. „ , „ 

Flax. — The area under flax in 1902 was 49,742 acres; 
the area returned under this crop in 1903 is 44,667 acres, 
being a decrease of 5,075 acres, or 10'2 per cent. 

In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as 
the area “ For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation.” The area for hay R^-der 
“ Clover, &c.,” in 1902, was 603,468 acres : this year it is 627,202 
acres, being an increase of 23,734 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1902 was 1,564,996 acres, and m 1903 it is 
1,596,728 acres, showing an increase of 31,732 acres. 1 here is, 
therefore, an increase of 55,466 acres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.

It appears from the following Table that between 1902 and 
1903 there has been an increase of 15,929 in the number, of 
horses and in nrales of 366. Cattle exhibit a decrease of 
118 053, and sheep a decrease of 211,284, while there has been 
an ’increase of 55,862 ill the number of pigs. Of the 
18 152,612 poultry enumerated in 1903, 959,787 were turkeys, 
1,768,522 were geese, 2,895,958 were ducks, and 12,528,345 were 
ordinary fowl.
